KOUIt OF THEM IN THE HOUSE 


'The Senate Disposes of tlie District 


of Columbia Appropriation Bill 


Carrying $7,300,001). 


"WASHINGTON, May 19.—The house to- 


day entered upon a two daya debate of 
the immigration bills reported from the 
immigration committee. 


Before tbe debate began a resolution 


was adopted instructing tbe sergeant-at- 
arme to summon the clerks of the coun- 
ties in the Sixteenth district of Illinois 
for the purpose of recounting the ballota 
in the Rinaker-Downing contest. 


The title of Mr. Owens of Kentucky,to 


Ilia sent was confirmed and Messrs. 
.Steele, of Indiana, Cousins of Iowa, and 
McOlelland of New York, were ap- 
pointed on tho board of visitors to West 
Point. 


At 12 30 p. m. tbe debate on the im- 


migration bills was opened by Bartholdt 
of Missouri, chairman of the immigra- 
tion committee. 


Tbe bills wore four in number. One, 


known variously as the Bartholdt, Mc- 
Call or Lodge bill, provided an educa- 
tional test. It excluded all male per- 
sons between 10 aud (SO years of age who 
could not read aud writo English or 
eouie other language. 


Another, the Stone bill, provided for 


the inspection of immigrants by our 
congulnr officers and their certification 
that the immigrants do not belong to 
any of the classes of immigrants ex- 
cluded by existing contract labor or 
other immigration laws. Tbia bill was 
offered aa an amendment to the Ilarth- 
oldt-McCall bill. 


The Corliss bill, offered as a substi- 


tute, applied wholly to the Canadian 
border and made it unlawful for any 
alien to enter tho United States (except 
to teach new arta or industries) and en- 
gage iu any mechanical trade or manual 
labor. The provisions of the bill do not 
apply to sailors on the great lakes. 


Tbe Mahaney bill, also offered as a 


Bubatitule. makes all contracts by aliene 
to perform labor in the United States 
illegal. It aleo makes U a misdemeanor for 
any person to perform labor in tbe 
United States who has become a citizen 
of the United States and returned to a 
foreign country to make that hia home. 


Mahaney'e substitute was ruled out 


on n point of order. 


John eon, Republican of California, 


then offered a sweeping motion to abso- 
lutely exclude nil "foreign-born" labor- 
era, skilled or unskilled, and to make 
captains und masters of vessels re- 
sponsible for tbe character of their 
passengers. This was ftlnn ruled out. 


Bartholdt said that there waa no 


question so much talked about and ao 
little understood as tbe problem of im- 
migration. There was, he thought, too 
much passion and prejudice in the de- 
mand from certain quarters in favor of 
the exclusion of foreigners. Good im- 
migration, he urged, waa desirable. Ilis 
trill was a moderate measure for the ex- 
clusion of the illiterates. An educa- 
tional teet, be pointed out, would not 
materially lifted immigration from Ger- 
many and other countries of northern 
Europe. 


Ti-acewell, Republican of Indiana, 


who followed Wartholdt, prefaced hie re- 
marks by stilting that he was not an 
A.P.A. and declared himaeH in favor of 
all tho bills reported by the immigration 
committee. They wore not inconsist- 
ent, be .ironed, and could all be passed 
with benefit to tbe country. 


\V. A. Stone, Republican of Pennsyl- 


vania, the author of tlie Stone bill, ex- 
pUuuud its provisions and advocated its 
pcisaaae. Thu country, he argued, had 
font; auffere •. from unseasonable immi- 
gration. The immigration for the last 
ten yours hud esuu&lod the natural in- 
crea EC. 


Uarrholdt challenged thii statement, 


co u to ml ing that thu na'.nml Increase 
wa> 1,000,000 iu n year, while the immi- 
gration hod averaged only about 250,000 
B year. 


Btone said that during tbe hard times 


ol the past three years immigration had 
fallen off, but with tho prospect of re- 
turning prosperity and high wages it 
would increase to startling proportions. 


Corliss submitted an argument in 


favor of his bill for the exclusion of for- 
eigners who crossed our frontiers each 
year to compete with American labor. 
He read the testimony of inspection 
scents and others along tbe Canadian 
harder as to tbe evii effects of the an- 
nual Influx of the Canadian "birds of 
passage." 
Morse, Republican of Massachusetts 


favored tbe McCall bill. He said that 
there was a strong demand in the conn- 
try for radical legislation to restrict im- 
migration and| that congress could uo< 
afford to disregard it. 


At 5 p.m. the house adjourned. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The aeaate to-

tain what, if any of the public uppropri 
atlona are used for church purposes.

Part of tbe town is 
ooded, and water is two or three feet 
eep on Borneo! tho principal etreote, 
ihile in some of the residence die trie ta 
ntire floors have been flooded. 
The entire southern portion of the 
ity is submerged. The river ig two 
eet above high water mark. Last night 
be force at work building a dyke was 
ompelled to abandon tbe work, and at 
midnight houra of labor bad been swept 


way. That portion of the city is UH- 
er a foot of water. Tlio hope that the 
yke would be successful deterred many 
eople from moving and during the 
ijlbt many were taken out iu boats 
rom the upper windows. 
The river ia in places a mile wide. 


_'he bridges still hold, but it ia iuipoaai- 
le to communicate with the south side 
f the river except by boat. The loaaes 
o buildings will be largely among the 
toorer clasaea and will be felt keenly. 
The electric light plant is shut down, 
nd the water is within four inches of 
lie fires under the boilers at the water 
works. 


Tho cauae of this great flood in part is 
be bursting of tho St. Olair yesterday 
itumoou, which added a tremunduuu 
uantityof water to the alreuly over- 
ill Red Lake river. The Red river is 
lao very high. ^

NEW YOHK, May 19.—"Fire in the

wide berth and the Jack tare got to 
work upon the tire. A bunker full of 
soft coal had 
caught fire by spon- 


taneous combustion. The magazine grew 
hot while the num worked and the walls 
nearest to the fire plainly showed tbe 
effects of the heat. Happily, tho ammu- 
nition was removed before tho danger 
point waa really reached, but the inci- 
dent caused no little excitement.

EDITOR RKI-UIILICAN :—In your issue ol 


tho 15th instant appears an address to 
,ho growers from the joint committee of 
Chamber of Commerce and Hundred 
Thousand club. Permit us to otato at 
the outaet that we deprecate controversy 
und will not be led into a newspaper 
war on this question. But in the ad- 
drees referred to reference wag made to 
the co-operatives, and they were iu ad- 


nee charged with the responsibility of 


ailuro, if the proposed plan should not 
succeed. This reference and charge are 
our apology for now begging permission 
to briefly elate the facts. 


In tho first place lot it be understood 


that as co-operatives we represent grow- 
ers, and not packers. "We aro not in 
the packing business for pro lit, as are 
tho ao-calted comraieBJon packers. We 
cannot therefore meet upon the same 
plane to form a combination of packers. 
We do claim, however, to have shown 
from the beginning n willingness to 
make every possible concession consist- 
ent with tbe growers' welfare to con- 
centrate the marketing of raisins. 


At the first opportunity weformulated 


and submitted our proposition that if 
the marketing and control of packed 
goods could be placed in the hands of a 
third party not commission men, and if 
our business us co-oporativee were not 
interfered with, wu would join almost 
any combination and heartily support 
it. Wo could not as representatives of 
the growers no farther and serve their 
interests. 
We have never changed 


from tho first proposition. 
It ia to be regretted that a copy of 


tho proposed contract 
between 
the 


grower imd thia new corporation waa 
not printed in connection with the ad- 
dresa. Tho contract must interpret tho 
plan. The scheme cannot be understood 
without the contract. Promises on tho 
part of a committee which haa no legal 
standing in connection with tho cor- 
poration except as Bet forth iu each in- 
dividual contract, may or may uot be 
realized. 


This committee ia supposed to exer- 


cise certain powers in the marketing of 
raisins, and yet it does not receive rai- 
Bins or sell raisins or havo anything 
whatever to do in the handling of rai- 
sins ao far as appears. It iu not even a 
part of the corporation which dona re- 
ceive and market and have full control 
of tho raisins. Hence the great import- 
ance of the contract to interpret the 


tbe actual Rftvlng iu coiumlsilouB at 
eliuwu by tbe books of the i'aekera* AR- 
Hoclation for 1895, we will have to »dd 
about $1 pw toil or $40,000 making a 
total eaviuK of $105,000, 
What has been, done by these co-oper- 


ative houaea last year can be done iu , 
any community of growers that can 
pack forty care or upwards. Some of 
our houeoB labored under diaad van taxes 
last year. This ia ennecially true of the 
iWucere' Raiain 1'ackiun OoinpHiiy, 
where an unexpectedly large pack was 
delivered when the bouse was not pre- 
pared to receive and handle it. Ihe 
same thing will not occur aRtun, as they 
are almost doubling their capacity. 


Tho figures given above are not an 


exaggeration. They 
could be made 


stronger; they aro eullicient to show 
why wo could not join in the new cor- 
poration, einc« one of tho conditions ie 
that co-operativea shall not increase 
their buaiueuB. 
Tliat ia to say, if we 


join thia corporation, we ugreo oa co- 
operativca to prevent you as ^rowera 
from packing your own rainine. lou 
must take your raieiua to a commission 
house and pay their charges. We do 
not feel that we havo tlie right to time 
barter away your privilege to puck and 
sell your own goods lit a saving of from 
$4 to $5 per ton. 
Iii the committee's nddrusa it ie etak'd 
that the crop of 1805 will return to the 
grower no more than 1,'if centa per 
pound. Thia ia from the commission 
packern' standpoint and ia vrooably 
ibout right. Co-operativea will receive 
on an averaire at least HjccntBper 
pound. The difference of $5 per ton ia 
very nearly accounted for iii the savings 
shown above. We claim no advantage!) 
in Belling in tho past, nor do wo Kraut 
any to the commission packers. 
A\ i; 


have entered the same markets and 
havo bo«u compelled to sell at the sumo 
price. We do claim this: That our 
eyatem concentrates tho selling and ship- 
pine to one house, and time eliminates 
all competition in tlie east. The com- 
uittee'a plan concentrates tho celling in 
jne head here, but permitH the distribu- 
tion in tbe east to go through the old 
channels. 
The identical same parties who have 
... the past crowded and jostled each 
other in the eastern markets will con- 
tinue to do the suiue with your gooda. 
There is nothing to prevent ovorcrowd- 
ng of certain uiarkete, and consequent 
Hiunetition in selling, ffo will not now 
speculate on the probable effect ot all 
thia on the committee of five. 


This ia not all. About one-quarter 


the expense of packing is for labor. In 
co-operative houses the major portion 
of labor IH furnished by tbo members. 
On a pack of 81)0 tons about $1500 would 
bs paid back to the growers themselves. 
This is genuine home protection. 


Here is our proposition: To pack 


goods at cost; to aoll tbein at coat; to 
employ our own members aa far as pos- 
sible; to get all the market will pay. 
and pro-rato tbo amount received to 
each grower in proportion to that which 
he. contributes according to quantity 
and quality.
